Mr. Speaker, 


Was ſent unto by the King on Friday laft, to 
defire the Parliament to give way to Him ts 
ſee His Children; and that they might for 
char purpoſe be ſent ro Him : If I may be bold 
humbly to offer my Opinion, I think the allow- 
ance of ſuch a thing may be withour the leaſt pre- 
judice ro the Kingdom, and yet _ more upon 
His Majeſty then denying it, and if it be in the 
yers of every good man, That His heart may 
be gained; che performance of ſuch civilities to 
Him is very ſutable co thoſe D-fires, and will hear 
well with all men, who (if rhey can imagine it co 
be their own caſe) cannot burtbe ſorry, if His Ma- 
jeſties naturzl affeQions to His Children, in fo 
ſmall a'thing ſhould nor be complyed with, and 
if any queſtion ſhould be concerning the aſſurance 
of rhcir return, I ſhall ingage for cheic return wirh- 
in whattimeche Parlizmenc ſhall limit. 
Upon this occafion give me leave, I beſeech 
,to cake notice of ſome Reports ſpread abroad, 
as if my ſclf and che Officers of the Army were up- 
on ſome underhand Contra& or Bargain with the 
King ; and from thence occaſion is taken to ſlan- 
der our Incegritics, and endeavor a miſunderſtand- 
ing derwixt the Parliament and their Army, the 
fdelity of which ro the Parliament and KirgJom, 
and their aftcRion to it, 2re the great objeRs of ma-

Our Defares concerning a juſt conſideration and 
ſealement pf: rhe Kings Righrs (His Majefty firſt 
giving, tis Con@urrence to ſetc)t and: fecure rhe 
Rights! and'Eiberties of the Kingdom) We have 
already publiquety declared in our Repreſentation 
and Remonſtrances Since the firſt 'ofchoſe Papcts 
{ſent to the Parliament, there haveibeen-ſeveral Of 
ficers'of ther Armyupon ſeverat occaſions ſent ro 
His Majeſty, the firſt to preſent to:Hima copy of 
the Repreſentation , and afcerthat ſome others to 
render -Himr aicopy of the Remonſtrance, upon 
borch which, che Officers ſent were appoinred te 
clear the ſence and intention of any thing incicher 
Paper, whereupon His Majcfty might make any 
queſtion. Since: then, there have alfo been ſome 
Officers at ſeveral times. fent to His Majeſty about 
NE His 
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His remove from Ha field, to diſſwadefifpoffiblyy 
from Windſor or any place ſo near Zones, toſome 
place of further diſtance, anſwerable to what we 
had defired of the Parliament. 

In all which addrefſes ro His Majefty, We care 
not who knows wha hath been ſaid or done, for 
as We have nothing co bargain for or to ask,eher 
from His Majefty orthe Parliament, for advantage 
to our ſelves, or any particular party or intereſt of 
ourown, foinallchoſe Addreffes ro His Majeſty 
We have utterly diſclaimed and diſavowed. any 
ſuch thing, or any Overtures or Thoughts tending 
chat way z Bur the onely intenr and effe& of rhoſe 
-our Addreſſes hath: been, to defire and endeavor 
His Majeftics free concurrence with the Parlia- 
-ment,. for eſtabliſhing and ſecuring the common 
Rights and Liberties, and ſettling the peace of the 
Kingdom ; aadroafſure Him, Thar (the Publique 
being ſo provided for, with ſuch His Majefties con- 
currence)ir is Fully agreeable co-our Ptjnciples,and 
hou'd'be ourdefires and endeavor; That (wich, 
and.in ſuch ſerrling of the Publique) rhe Rights of 
His Majeſties Royal Family ſhould be alſo provi- 
ded for,fo as alaſting Peaceand Agreement might 

be Aertled in this Nation : And that, as We had 
-publiquely declared for the ſame in general terms, 
ſo (if chings came to a way of ſertlement) We 
fhould nor be wamting (in our ſphzres) to-own that 
general Defire, in any particulars of natural or ci- 
vil cightro.His Majeſties Perſon or Family, which 
_ might. 
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might nor prejudice or again indanger the Pub<- 
que: - od che Som, Thas His Majeſty 
fhoold finde 'all perſonal civilicies and Tcſpets 
from us, wich all reaſonable freedom rhat might 
ſtand with ſafety,and wich che truſt or charge lying 
upon us concerning His Perſon. 

You have here the urmoſt ſum of what hath 
paſs'd from us to His Majeſty; and We could wiſh 
all men did rightly underſtand (without miſrepre- 
ſentarions) every particular wherein (as We know 
nothing not agrecable to Reaſon, Juſtice, Honeſty 
or Conſcience, ſo) We thoughe our ſelves con- 
cerned the racher to ſay and do, as We have to- 
wards His M-jeſty ſince He came within our quar- 
ters, becauſe of thoſe common prejudices ſuggeſt- 
ed ag2inſt us, as it We were utter Enemics to Mo- 
naichy, and all Civil Order or Government. . 

And for that particular of the Duke of Richmond 
and the'Two Chaplcins lately permitted to attend 
His Majeſty, . It was not done withour much relu- 
Rancy, becauſe therein We dotibred We might be 
miſunderſtood by the Kingdoms beſt friends. 

Bur upon His Majefties continuing imporrunity 
for it (as athing very nearly concerning His pre- 
fent inward and outward contentment ; and con- 
ceiving thoſe perſons ſuch (as we hoped) would 
not do ill offices to prejudice the Peace of the 
Kingdom, Wedid give way to it, and the perſons 
(before they came) had notice of the permiſſion : 
And as We then thought, fd We ſtill do think, 

That 
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That ro allow him ſome tuch company of perſons 
kaſt dangerous, whom former acquaintance may 
make him take pleaſure in, andthe allowance of 
ſome ſich Chapleins oi His own, are things borh 
reafonzbie and juſt; and the debarring of rhar li- 
berry in the Jatcer (We doubr) will but make Him 
mo:e prejudiced agzinft other Miniſters, '' * > 
In general, We humbly conceive, that to avoid 
allHarfhnefs, and 2Ford all kinde mage to His Ma- 
{ftics Perſon, in things conſiſting with the Peace 
and Safety of the Kingdom, is the moſt Chriſtian, 
Honorable'and Prudent way : And in all things (as 
the Repreſentation and Remonftrance of rhe Ar- 
my doth expreſs) We think that render, cquirable 
and moderate dealing, both rowards His Majeſty, 
His Royal Family, and His late party (fo far as 
may ſtand with ſafety to the Kingdom , and ſecu- 
tity ro our common Rights and Liberties) is che 
moſt hopeful courſe to rake away the ſeeds of 
War or future Feuds amongſt us for poſterity, and 
tw procure a laſticg Peace and Aprecment in this 
now diſtrated Nation z Totke eff-Ring and ſer- 
ling whereof (with a ſecure provifion firſt to be 
made for the common Righ:s and Liberties of che 
Kingdom, and a due c2rc to preſerve and propagate 
the Goſpel of Truch & Peace amonglt us). we Falk 
hope that neither che Pailiament nor His Maj: fy 
wilt be waneing: Andit God ſhall fcc ir good ro: 
make us any way inſtrumental thereuneo. or thar 
We may otherwiſe icethe ſame accompliſh:, =

the publique ingagements We have been called 
out.unto, more clearly and effeually rhen (before 
ſuch things were ſertled ) We could have thought 
our ſclves to be, and (ro demonſtrate our clearneſs 
from ſecking ſelf-advantages in what We did) We 
ſhall rhenceforth account it our greateſt happineſ:
